Wilson intends to let Ν WHY DO WE NEED VAT? Overland bridge through Eilat 


and Ashdod ports paying its way

HAIFA. — The Zim company’s 
“Suez Canal Working Group,” set 
up te study the influence on the 
company’s shipping business of the 
imminent reopening of the Suez 
Canal, has completed its study and 
is preparing its recommendations. 
They are based on ways of keeping 
Eilat harbour going and develop- 
ing its activities, including the 
overland bridge, as an alternative 
to the Canal, Zim general manager, 
Yehuda Rotem told a press con- 

ference last week. _ 

The group has already made an 
intermediate report, recommending 
the introduction of more unified 
cargo methods —- containers and 
pallets — to help overcome Ejlat's 
harbour bottleneck and Zim is al- 
ready implementing them, he said. 
The overland bridge for the ship- 
ment of cargoes between Europe 
and East Africa through Eilat and 
Ashdod harbours again proved it- 
self during 1974, with a total of 
30,000 tons shipped. This was de- 
spite its having operated only six 
months, as the result of the war. 

“The bridge has again proved its 
viability, paying its way without 
any government subsidies. The re- 
opening of the Canal may cast 
doubts on its future, but if the 
Eilat railways is built, the bridge 
can serve as a physical alternative 
to the Canal, and thus fill a poll- 
tical as well as economic role,” Mr. 
Rotem seid. He did note, however, 
that the uncertain future of Ethio- 
pia might be another serious diffi- 
culty for the bridge. 

Mr. Rotem said that 1974 had 
been another “very good” year for 


Zim, as it was for most, shipping 
companies worldwide. Zim's income

which could be cancelled as cargo 
volume declines, and the manage- 
ment had indeed already decided 
to sever the contract with nine of 
the vessels on the Mediterranean 
routes. Its position with tankers 
and bulk ships was better, as both 
were on long term contracts which 
would hopefully last through the 
slump.

NEW YORK (AP). — “Their secret 
appears to be superior management 
and better service,” “Barron's,” the 
Dow Jones financial weekly, said 
Jast week in explaining the con- 
sistent profits of Swissair and the 
Scandinavian Airlines System 
(SAS) while the equivalent of 30 
jumbo jets cross the Atlantic empty 
every day each way.
